TREASURER'S  REPORT. 


Springfield,  August  1,  1398. 

His  Excellency,  Henry  Horner,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

Sir  :  Pursuant  to  an  Act  in  relation  to  the  State  Treasurer  (Sec¬ 
tion  15,  Chapter  130,  Revised  Statutes,  1933),  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  to  you  herewith  a  full  report  of  all  monies  received  and  dis¬ 
bursed  by  the  State  Treasurer  as  well  as  a  general  account  of  all 
the  business  of  the  office  for  the  fiscal  years  commencing  July  1, 
1936  and  ending  June  30,  1938,  inclusive,  viz : 

1.  Statement  of  receipts,  disbursements,  transfers  and  balances 
by  funds  from  July  1,  1936  to  June  30,  1938,  inclusive. 

2.  Receipts  and  disbursements  of  all  funds  from  July  1,  1936 
to  June  30,  1938,  inclusive. 

3.  Statement  of  State  Treasurer’s  accounts  with  the  different 
funds,  showing  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  State  Treasury  for 
each  month  from  July  1,  1936  to  June  30,  1938,  inclusive. 

4.  Statement  of  indebtedness  of  the  State  of  Illinois  outstand¬ 
ing  July  1,  1938. 

5.  Statement  of  gross  receipts  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad 
from  March  24,  1855  to  April  30,  1938,  inclusive,  and  amount  paid 
into  State  Treasury  on  account  thereof. 

6.  Statement  of  securities  held  by  the  State  Treasurer  in  safe¬ 
keeping  for  the  account  of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  compliance  with 
the  Securities  Act  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  Section  6a. 

7.  Statement  of  securities  held  by  the  State  Treasurer  to  secure 
the  payment  of  inheritance  tax.

Statement  of  securities  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer 
by  the  Illinois  Municipal  Public  Utility  Employees’  Annuity  and 
Benefit  Fund  pending  receipt  of  instructions  from  the  retirement 
board  authorizing  their  disposal. 

14.  Statement  of  Soldiers’  Compensation  bonds  and  warrants 
held  by  the  State  Treasurer  which  are  uncalled  for. 

On  August  23,  1937,  there  became  operative  that  section  of  the 
Federal  Banking  Act  of  1935  which  prohibits  the  payment  of  interest 
by  banks  on  demand  public  funds.  This  provision  of  the  Federal 
Banking  Act  was  in  direct  conflict  with  Section  2  of  the  Illinois 
State  Depositary  Law  which  required  the  payment  of  interest  on 
such  funds. 

Responding  promptly  to  the  emergency  created  by  the  fore¬ 
going  situation,  the  members  of  the  Sixtieth  General  Assembly, 
both  House  and  Senate,  acted  favorably  on  our  request  for  amend¬ 
ments  to  the  State  Depositary  Act  to  permit  the  distribution  of 
State  funds  in  compliance  with  the  Federal  statute. 

Prior  to  the  effective  date  of  the  above  provision,  the  vast  bulk 
of  State  monies  was  regarded  as  payable  upon  demand.  The  State 
Treasurer  accordingly  acted  to  change  the  status  of  these  funds  to 
time  deposits  on  which  payment  of  interest  is  permitted.  As  a 
result,  the  State  has  suffered  virtually  no  loss  of  revenue  from  this 
source. 

The  General  Assembly  also  is  to  be  commended  for  enacting 
amendatory  legislation  as  sponsored  and  urged  by  the  State  Treas¬ 
urer  to  authorize  the  purchase  by  the  State  Treasury  of  State  of 
Illinois  obligations  maturing  not  later  than  one  year  after  date  of 
purchase.  Under  this  authority,  whenever  market  conditions  are 
satisfactory,  the  State  Treasury  may  now  buy  its  own  obligations, 
as  reserves  accumulate,  and  through  such  transactions  save  appre¬ 
ciable  amounts  which  would  otherwise  be  expended  in  interest  pay¬ 
ments  on  its  bonds. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  during  the  past  biennium  the  State 
has  continued  its  salutary  policy  of  meeting  all  bills  promptly  and 
obtaining  the  benefit  of  discounts  for  cash  payments.  During  the 
same  period  there  has  been  no  instance  of  defaulting  in  the  payment 
of  either  principal  or  interest  on  State  bonds  or  other  obligations. 
Particularly  worthy  of  note  is  the  fact  that  up  to  June  30,  1938, 
the  State  has  liquidated  all  but  $25,000.00  of  its  tax  anticipation 
indebtedness.  In  short,  the  present  financial  structure  of  the  State 
government  is  on  the  soundest  basis  it  has  enjoyed  in  many  years. 

May  I  also  respectfully  direct  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
despite  extraordinary  demands  for  increased  activity  occasioned 
by  the  passage  of  social  welfare  legislation,  and  related  measures, 
the  Treasurer’s  office  during  the  past  two  years  has  been  able  to 
operate  at  practically  no  advance  in  administrative  costs  and  with¬ 
out  detriment  to  the  efficiency  of  its  service. 
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In  my  work  I  have  had  the  help  of  loyal  and  capable  employees 
for  whose  effective  efforts  I  am  deeply  appreciative.  May  I  also 
express  my  appreciation  for  the  whole-hearted  cooperation  I  have 
received  consistently  from  State  officers,  their  assistants  and  directors 
and  heads  of  the  several  departments.  And  to  you  I  am  especially 
indebted  for  your  generous  and  constant  assistance  in  all  matters  per¬ 
taining  to  the  financial  welfare  of  the  State.
